Voter Registration 
Deadline Is Oct. 12 


Citizens wishing to vote in the 
upcoming Presidential election 
must register by 9 p.m. on Tues- 
day, October 12. The voter reg- 
istration application must be re- 
ceived in the election office by 9 
p.m. on October 12 or contain an 
October 12 postmark from the 
United States Postal Service in 
order to qualify for the upcoming 
election. The general election 
will be held on November 2. 

Voter registration applications 
are available at the following lo- 
cations: Motor Vehicle Adminis- 
tration offices, State Department 
of Health offices, local Depart- 
ment of Social Security offices, 
Offices on Aging, Division of Re- 
habilitation Services, public insti- 
tutions of higher education, mar- 
riage license bureaus, post offices, 
public libraries, county boards of 
elections and State Board of 
Elections. 

A citizen may download a 
voter registration application from 
the website of the Maryland State 
Board of Elections at http:// 
www.elections.state.md.us or may 
have a voter registration applica- 
tion mailed by calling the states’s 


24-hour number at 1-800-222- 
VOTE (8683). 

If a voter registered by mail 
after January 1, 2003, federal law 
requires that the voter provide 
identification information before 
casting his or her vote in the up- 
coming election. To avoid pre- 
senting identification information 
at the time of voting, the voter 
should send the board of elec- 
tions either a copy of a current or 
valid photo identification or a 
copy of a current utility bill, bank 
Statement, government check, 
paycheck or government docu- 
ment that shows the voter’s name 
and address. If the voter is re- 
quired to provide identification 
information but fails to do so be- 
fore voting, the voter will be is- 
sued a provisional ballot. The 
provisional ballot will only be 
counted if the voter is duly reg- 
istered and provides the identifi- 
cation information before canvass- 
ing of the provisional ballots oc- 
curs.

Lake Park Boundary Issues 
Identified by New Survey

Prior to their scheduled 
worksession on Wednesday, Sep- 
tember 22, members of the 
Greenbelt City Council, Assistant 
Manager David Moran and Assis- 
tant Planning Director Terri 
Hruby took a leisurely walk 
along the path on the south side 
of Greenbelt Lake to see the ini- 
tial results of the completed 
boundary survey performed ear- 
lier this year. The purpose of 
the survey was to determine 
property boundaries between the 
city’s lake path and the adjacent 
Lakeside homes. 

Last year, following concerns 
raised by citizens regarding pos- 
sible encroachment onto city 
rights of way by some adjacent 
property owners, the city en- 
gaged Greenhorne and O’ Mara 
(G&O) to conduct a survey of 
the property boundaries and pre- 
pare a survey plat showing the 
actual property lines, as well as 
any identified areas of encroach- 
ment on city property. 

Based upon the survey plat, 
Greenbelt Public Works staff 
placed white PVC piping around 
the verified property markers in 
order to make them more clearly 


visible for the walk. Although 
all of the property markers were 
to have been located and identi- 
fied before the walk, some re- 
mained unfound, or overgrown 
with groundcover plants. 

The identified areas of en- 
croachment were minimal. These 
included some fences, yard orna- 
ments or furniture, planters, land- 
scaped beds and, in a few cases, 
yard debris. Hruby outlined the 
results of the survey in a Sep- 
tember 15 memo (which in- 
cluded the G&O Survey Plat) to 
the city manager, which was 
provided to council prior to the 
walk. 

In the memo she noted that, 
“While some encroachments 
were found, I do not believe the 
majority of them warrant imme- 
diate removal. Staff believes 
written notification to affected 
property owners, making them 
aware that they are encroaching 
on city property and explaining 
their responsibility in addressing 
the encroachment is appropri- 
ate.” 

For fences and large planters

City Considers Maintenance 
Of All Private Playgrounds

Under a proposal currently 
being fine-tuned by Assistant 
City Manager David Moran, the 
City of Greenbelt would be re- 
sponsible for over 75 percent of 
the cost of maintaining equip- 
ment and surfaces of any pri- 
vately owned playground in the 
city whose owner agrees to par- 
ticipate in the program. In re- 
turn, all participating play- 
grounds would have to be 
opened to the public. 

Private owners would con- 
tinue to be responsible for up- 
keep of the grounds, fencing, 
lighting and landscaping. These 
agreements would have a 20-year 
life span. 

The origin of this complex 
proposal goes back to 1987. At 
that time the city and Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. (GHI), agreed in a 
Memorandum of Understanding 
(MOU) to split the upkeep costs 
of the 27 playgrounds in and 
around GHI property, all of which 
are open to the public. GHI 
provided all the grounds mainte- 
nance and the city maintained 
surfaces and equipment. 

Although this arrangement ap- 
peared at first to be an equitable 
division of costs, a study by 
Moran in 2003 revealed that as 
time passed, federal regulations 
and insurance requirements 
forced replacement and upgrad- 
ing of playground equipment at 
the playgrounds, the city was 
spending far more money on the 


playgrounds than was GHI. 

AS a consequence, owners of 
other private playgrounds, led by 
the Greenbelt East Advisory 
Council (GEAC), complained 
that citizens living in other 
apartment complexes and condo- 
miniums were thus paying for 
upgrading GHI’s playgrounds, 
while also having to pay for 
their own facilities. 

Inequitable 

In view of the inequitable na- 
ture of the city’s agreement with 
GHI, in July 2003 the Greenbelt 
City Council directed Moran to 
survey all playgrounds in the 
city and come up with a plan 
for replacing the 1987 MOU 
with an arrangement that was fair 
to all owners of playgrounds in 
Greenbelt. This lengthy task 
was completed this summer and 
Moran presented a draft agree- 
ment to all interested parties at a 
city council worksession on Au- 
gust 25. 

Besides the members of the 
council, however, only Windsor 
Green Homeowners Association 
sent representatives to the 
worksession. They were cau- 
tious, but generally supportive of 
the proposal. Councilmembers 
requested some minor wording 
changes. 

Cost to City 

Most discussion revolved 

around the cost to the city of

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GHI Yard Lines Studies 
Show Encroachments

Greenbelt Homes, Inc., (GHI) 
held a final open forum to discuss 
yard lines on September 21. Ar- 
chitecture and Environment Com- 
mittee members Bill Wilkerson 
and John Nichols chaired the 
meeting and reviewed the issues. 
In September 2003 the GHI board 
had asked the committee to look 
into encroachment issues. Many 
yards do not have encroachment 
problems but all yards will be 
studied. 

Currently several GHI members 
have had to put garden and shed 
plans on hold while their prop- 
erty lines are under discussion. 
The committee will report back to 
the board and actual reviews and 
measurements will begin later this 
year or early next year. The 
whole process may take two to 
five years. 

Two studies will actually be 
undertaken. The first, a survey 
of GHI’s outside property lines, 
will be completed by an indepen- 
dent contractor. The second 
study will look at individual unit 
yard lines. 

Property Line Study 

GHI land abuts various proper- 
ties including those owned by the 
city, individual home owners and 
other property owners. A prelimi- 
nary review of the GHI property 
seems to show some GHI struc- 
tures on city property (especially 
near the curbs) and some en- 
croachment of private home yards 
into GHI woodland. 

One slide showed what ap- 
pears to be a small playground in 
some GHI woods running behind 
a private apartment development. 
These problems need to be con- 
firmed, documented and rectified 
to avoid the loss of GHI property 
under the “rule of adverse posses- 
sion.” 

Yard Line Study 

Walking through GHI, it is ob- 
vious that some houses have more 
fenced-in yard space than others. 
This is especially true of end 
units. Few owners have official 
plats of their yards. As a start, 
the committee researched old 
maps from the *30s and ’40s, in- 
cluding hedge maps. Drawings 
that show hedge placements were 
considered to be conceptual draw- 
ings, not official yard lines. Yard 
lines have changed little since an 
aerial photo was taken in the 
60s. 

Some examples of line prob- 
lems are fences that actually in- 


clude common green space and 
gardens that have encroached into 
common areas. Each court will 
be studied and members will have 
input before the final lines are 
set. Then each unit owner will 
have an official plat. 
Who Pays? 

What will happen if a unit’s 
fence is encroaching on GHI 
common space? What if a shed 
needs to be moved? Who will 
pay? These are decisions that 
will be made by the board. Some 
possible solutions include making 
changes at the time a unit 1s sold, 
having GHI perform some of the 
changes or having the owner pay 
for changes or share costs with 
GHI. Legal advice is needed. 

Comments 

Several affected members were 
present. In most cases their yards 
were not standard due to a sharp 
drop-off in the rear toward the 
woods. In some cases, their 
fenced-in area included some city 
right-of-way land. These cases 
and their courts will be among 
the first to be studied and will 
constitute a test case to see how 
to plan the larger project. 

If the board approves the plan, 
the current thought is that the 
yard line survey will begin in the 
south end of GHI at the juncture 
of Crescent and Ridge Roads and 
move north through the coopera- 
tive.

New Jiha Moon Exhibit

The Greenbelt Arts Center 
will hold a reception on Sunday, 
October 3 from 2:30 to 4:30 
p.m. to celebrate the work of Jiha 
Moon and her collaboration with 
several young artists. The im- 
ages show a mix of Eastern and 
Western cultures. The paintings 
were influenced from childhood 
stories and Korean folk tales 
with a couple of the exhibits de- 
picting chaos and a perfect 
world. 

Moon is a resident of Arling- 
ton, Va. and grew up in South 
Korea. When she was young, 
Moon always loved to create art 
and knew it would be her call- 
ing. “Drawing and painting just 
came natural to me and there was 
no doubt that I wanted to be an 
artist,” said Moon. While taking 
art classes in college, she also 
studied art education to teach the 
subject to others. 

After receiving her bachelor’s 
and master’s art degrees in Ko- 
rea, Moon wanted to study a dif- 
ferent culture and explore other 
art forms. So she came to the 
United States in 1999 and spent 
a semester in Baltimore at the 
Maryland Art Institute. It wasn’t 
easy for Moon living in a big 
city and going through culture 
shock. After six months she left 
Baltimore and applied to the 
University of Iowa. She enjoyed 
the laid-back environment and 
got her second master’s degree in 
fine art in 2002. She then 
moved back to the east coast 
since her husband is from Vir- 
ginia and she still has friends in 
the Baltimore area. 

The exhibit, which features 
14 different works, took a year to 


put together. Moon says that 
the shapes and color patterns 
were influenced from animation, 
television commercials and other 
pop culture references. On some 
of the works, she had help from 
seven Korean artists. 

These artists range in age 
from nine to 16 years old. 
Moon collaborated with them 
since they’re students at a Ko- 
rean private art institute in 
Annandale, Va., where she 
teaches. The students worked 
on the exhibit for a couple of 
hours a day for five months. 

According to Moon, it was 
interesting to see the similarities 
and differences between herself 
and the students on how they 
drew each painting. “It was a 
great process because these kids 
are the perfect example of pop 
culture in their generation,” said 
Moon. This can be attributed to 
their love of Disney cartoons, 
where objects like a flying robot 
or a swan can be seen in the 
forefront signifying a sort of 
fairy tale adventure. 

Some highlights include 
“Tour,” which depicts people 
walking along a white landscape 
with rainbow stripes in the back- 
ground symbolizing celebration 
and longevity in Korean culture. 
Another piece, called “From Here 
to There” shows cars passing 
through a city street with sur- 
rounding trees and flowers. 

The exhibit will be on dis- 
play at the Arts Center through 
October 29.

that cannot be easily re-located 
and are not negatively impacting 
city property, staff would recom- 
mend that those encroachments 
be addressed in the same way the 
city addresses sheds that are lo- 
cated on city property. (Cur- 
rently these are applied citywide 
on a “complaint” basis.) 

Hruby informed council that 
in those cases the property owner 
was required to keep the shed in 
good repair and advised that the 
offending shed was to be re- 
moved at the time the property 
was sold. 

Following the walk, council 
convened to a worksession that 
covered the boundary survey and 
encroachments as its first order 
of business. During the 
worksession discussion, no con- 
sensus appeared on what the 
city’s next steps should be. AI- 
though Councilmember Rodney 
Roberts questioned why the city 
should not require (property 
Owners) to make the necessary 
changes now, other members of 
council wanted to be more sure 
of any legal grounds the city 
may take for action. 

At the end of the discussion, 
council requested that the staff 
first seek an opinion on the legal 
status for the identified encroach- 
ments and then send a letter to 
affected property owners inform- 
ing them of boundary determina- 
tions for their property and any 
requested action.

The Local Law Enforcement Block Grant (LLEBG) 
Program was designed to provide funds to units of local gov- 
ernment to underwrite projects to reduce crime and improve 
public safety. The City was recently awarded $10,509 in LLEBG 
funding, with a required match from the City of $1,168, for 
total project costs of $11,677. 

The purpose of the Public Hearing is to present to the 
City Council the recommendations of the LLEBG Advisory 
Board, as well as to seek public opinion on the recommended 
use of the funds, before Council makes the final decision. 

The Police Department is proposing to the LLEBG Ad- 
visory Board that it recommend this year’s funds be used to- 
ward purchase of a mobile classroom for the firearms range to 
replace the existing one, which is more than 25 years old and 
beyond repair. In order to meet the full costs of this project, the 
Police Department is also recommending that the total amount 
of $25,406 earmarked for LLEBG expenditures last year be 
reprogrammed to this project.

A Sense of Community 
Imbues New Museum

A strong sense of community 
infuses the newly-opened Smith- 
sonian’s National Museum of the 
American Indian. On a busy 
Sunday in late September, many 
visitors seemed intent to learn 
about the dozens of tribes and 
groups featured in the tan, curvi- 
linear, textured-stone building on 
Independence Avenue next to the 
National Air and Space Museum. 

Several Greenbelters found 
that one sculpture (seen in a 
photo panel) reminded them of 
“Mother and Child” in the 
Roosevelt Center. Chippewa 
Allan Houser’s outsize figure of 
mother and child is called “Rest- 
ing at the Spring House.” It’s 
joined by wide-ranging work of 
great quality and impact in an 
opening exhibit, “Native Mod- 
ernism,” that focuses on the art 
of Houser and George Morrison 
(an Apache) in a clean, harmoni- 
ous layout. 

In three permanent exhibitions 
(“Our Universes,” “Our Peoples,” 
“Our Lives’’), texts, artifacts — so 
many of striking substance and 
finesse — and visuals are some- 
times crowded together, perhaps 
out of an urgency to convey the 
rich diversity and often troubled 
histories of Native Americans 
from north to south (including 
the Caribbean). 

The often fatal face-offs with 


newcomers from abroad is dealt 
with here and there — insuffi- 
ciently, according to some critics. 
Nor is literary work highlighted. 
The overall thrust, however, is to 
show that in the face of despo- 
lation and rank injustice, Indi- 
ans across the spectrum have of- 
ten prospered, adapting to new 
ways while displaying loyalty to 
their individual languages, be- 
liefs and cultures. 

Of the groups pictured, clos- 
est to our area is the Pamunkey 
tribe of Virginia, whose treaty 
from the 19th century for their 
river-rooted reservation is still re- 
newed annually in Richmond. 

Films, native boat builders 
and demonstrations by musicians 
and dancers (some inviting an 
eager public to join in) plus a 
standout café have added fresh 
notes to the Mall. A visit to the 
NMAI is a journey that goes 
back 10,000 or more years and 
works forward through many 
climes and permutations, permit- 
ting us to meet and learn about 
neighbors near and far. 

Museum officials estimate that 
26,000 people saw the museum 
during the “Open 24 hours” open- 
ing day, September 21. Admis- 
sion is free but timed passes are 
required. For information visit

assuming partial maintenance of 
additional playgrounds. Moran 
estimated these costs to be about 
$96,000 per year if 15 private 
playgrounds enrolled in the pro- 
gram; if more enroll, the costs 
would be proportionately higher. 
Councilmember Rodney Roberts 
stated that he felt this was too 
great a burden on the city bud- 
get. Mayor Judith Davis, in con- 
trast, supported the proposal on 
the grounds of equity. GHI, she 
noted, has already benefitted 
from extensive upgrading of its 
playgrounds at city expense. 
Under a timetable distributed 
by Moran, the revised proposal 
will be on the council agenda in 
October for a decision whether to 


proceed. If approved, private 
playground owners will have un- 
til February to decide whether to 
participate. 

Next spring the council 
would evaluate the impact on 
the city budget and incorporate 
the program into the FY06 bud- 
get if funds are available. At 
that time (June 2005), if the pro- 
gram goes into effect, the 
present MOU with GHI would be 
terminated.

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Subleasing Scam Fraught 
With Risks for Tenants

In a tight housing market 
some companies are promising to 
obtain rental housing for people 
with bad credit or no credit. 
These companies lease a block 
of apartments in large apartment 
complexes, then sublease the 
apartments to families needing 
apartments but lacking the credit 
background to obtain a lease di- 
rectly under stricter application 
standards. The companies ask 
for the first and last month’s rent 
to be paid in advance. 

The risk comes if the com- 
pany that is the actual tenant 
does not pay or disappears. Re- 
cently the News Review learned 
of such a situation where a com- 
pany with offices in Greenbelt 
and Hyattsville, Professional 
Sales Group (PSG), leased 16 
units from Springhill Lake Apart- 
ments. The company has appar- 
ently closed its doors and fled 
without remitting the tenants’ 
rent payments to Springhill Lake, 
about $3,000 per occupant. 

In such a case the apartment 
complex moves to evict their 
tenant, the leasee, leaving the 
families living in the subleased 
apartments without notice, with- 
out money and without a place 
to live. Currently 16 families at 
Springhill Lake face eviction due 
to the disappearance of PSG. 
Victimized tenants report that vis- 
its to PSG offices in Hyattsville 
found the company gone but 
tenants in the same predicament 
as the Springhill Lake families 
who are being evicted from other 
apartment complexes in the area. 

The case is currently under

investigation by the Greenbelt 
Police Department. The police 
are working with other munici- 
pal departments and the State's 
Attorney's office. Anyone who 
has information or has had deal- 
ings with this apartment leasing 
company, PSG, located in the 
6300 block of Ivy Lane, is asked 
to contact Detective Marie 
Triesky of the Greenbelt police at 
240-542-2135. The business has 
also used the name of Get EZ for 
Less. Greenbelt Information Of- 
ficer George Mathews says that 
the police investigation involves 
not only the tenants at Spring- 
hill Lake Apartments but also 
tenants at other area apartments 
who signed their leases at the 
Greenbelt office of PSG.

We all 
choose a country to represent for 
the week and debate the issue.

The winners 
do a lot of public appearances 
sponsored by the Greenbelt Rec- 
reational Department. “They will 
be busy now until December,” 
said Jewell, the pageant executive 
director. 

Each contestant is also asked 
to participate in the pageant’s 
fundraiser activities, which in- 
clude bake sales and cookie and 
candle fundraisers. 

The Greenbelt Pageant is a 
community-involved event result- 
ing from the hard work of the 
pageant directors, contestants, par- 
ents and many supporters, includ- 
ing former Miss Greenbelt win- 
ners. “These girls are not just 
winners of the pageant, they are 
ambassadors for the city of 
Greenbelt,” said Jewell.

Next year will be the 50th an- 
niversary of the Miss Greenbelt 
Pageant.

Miss Greenbelt Pageant 
Has Long, Varied History

This year the Labor Day Festi- 
val marked its 50th year. Over the 
years many significant changes 
have taken place in the festival. 
As early as 1937 Greenbelt resi- 
dents actually began a Town Fair 
with a variety of contests that fo- 
cused on flowers and vegetables, 
baked goods, needlework and corn 
shucking. A favorite end of sum- 
mer activity was the annual water 
pageant featuring synchronized 
swimming. The whole town 
would gather on top of the hill 
near the pool to watch the partici- 
pants. 

The first festival as we know it 
today began on Labor Day week- 
end in 1955 and was called the 
Greenbelt Festival. A festival 
committee formed to raise money 
for the youth of Greenbelt, with 
the specific purpose of funding 
construction of a new recreation 
center. 

Most of Greenbelt’s organiza- 
tions participated including 
churches, the Jewish Community 
Center, the fire department, Lions 
Club, Girl Scouts and Boy Scouts 
as well as a few no longer active 
groups, such as the Izaak Walton 
League and the Navy Wives. Tro- 
phies were awarded to the best per- 
forming drum majorettes. A box- 
ing contest matched boys under 
10 and a talent show drew contes- 
tants every night of the festival. 

The highlight of the first festi- 
val was the Popularity Contest. 
Women from 15 to 50 were en- 
couraged to enter. Community or- 
ganizations nominated a candidate 
and ballot boxes were placed 
around town. Instead of paper bal- 
lots, however, money was dropped 
in the boxes. Every penny 
dropped in a ballot box counted 
as one vote. 

Pioneer Marty Madden pro- 
vided the following account of the 
way the Popularity Contest 
evolved in “Looking Back,” a 
book of early Greenbelt recollec- 
tions collected by Dorothy Lauber 
and published as part of the City 
of Greenbelt’s 50th anniversary in 
1987. 

Jars 

According to Madden, “There 
were jars placed all around town — 
a set at the [American] Legion, a 


set at the Fire House, etc., one for 
each girl at each place. All the 
money went to the building fund 
for the Youth Center. [Construc- 
tion was completed in 1961.] The 
Legion’s candidate usually won as 
there were more people there, sup- 
porting Miss American Legion by 
putting money in her jar. The 
other organizations just didn’t gen- 
erate the foot traffic the Legion 
did. 

“The last year this was done, 
my sister Kathleen was Miss Fire 
Department. The majorettes .. . 
were part of the Fire Department 
[and] were very active then... 
they] felt that there was a real 
good chance for their candidate to 
win, for once. Usually people 
dropped change into the jars — 
pennies usually, but sometimes 
dimes and quarters. Then word 
got around that someone had put 
a $100 check in the Legion’s jar. 

“My dad went out, talked with 
some of his friends, and raised 
more money. The Legionnaires 
did the same thing, and then Dad 
was writing checks. Talk about 
ballot stuffing — it really got hec- 
tic in the end. The Miss 
Greenbelt contest was real close 
that year; my sister won and the 
Legion’s winning streak was bro- 
ken. That was the last time the 
contest was determined by who 
could raise the most money.” 

Rules Changed 

In 1969 the rules changed and 
the Miss Greenbelt Pageant was 
formed based on more traditional 
values. During the 1980s, some 
people called for the end of the 
pageant altogether because they 
disliked the emphasis placed on 
beauty and physical attributes. So 
the pageant changed again, incor- 
porating a talent contest and ques- 
tions for the participants. 

Those first Greenbelt residents 
would be surprised to see today’s 
glitzy fairway with commercial 
rides, stuffed animals and bronze 
lamps for prizes and vendors sell- 
ing cotton candy and funnel cake. 
But the spirit of the festival has 
not changed. It still emphasizes 
volunteers and community organi- 
zations, bringing people together 
for one last grand end-of-summer 
fling.
